Now it is but a mass of 
bricks and mortar, untenanted saye 
by the dead and a few inhabitants 
who, buried in the cellars, still cling 
to the remnants of their homes. 

Over the whole city is an atmos- 
phere of death, while not a sound is 
to be heard among the shattered 
streets with the exception of an occa- 
sional click of horses’ hoofs or the 
dull rambling of a passing Red Cross 
wagon. Not one house or store has

Either Suicide 
or Accident

Coroner Dr. W. S. Harper held an 
adjourned inquest at Malone on Mon- 
day to inquire into the death of John 
Scott who was found on Sunday 
morning, June 20th, near his home 
with a bullet wound through his 
head. 


Dr. Gardiner of Eldorado gave evi- 
dence as to the nature of the wound. 
His testimony went to show that the 
shot might have been fired intention- 
ally or by accident. The muzzle of 
the gun had been close to bis head 
for there were indications of burning 
from the powder. The direction taken 
by the bullet might have resulted 
from the gun being held purposely to 
cause death or it might have been re- 
ceived through an accidental dis- 
charge, 

Mr. Scott was a bachelor and lived 
with his widowed sister, Mrs. Brown, 
who owned the farm. Also resident 
in the house were Miss Scott, another 
sister, And Mrs. MeCann and Miss 
Brown, both daughters of Mrs. Brown. 
The evidence of the family and of 
the near neighbors went to show that 
the family relations were of the most 
cordial nature. Mr. Scott was a man 
of congenial temperamen* and with- 
out known enemies. He appeared to 
be in his usual cheerful frame of mind 
and was not subject to depression, 
melancholy or any morbid tendency 
such as might have caused suicide. 

The jury, after a brief deliberation, 
brought in the following verdict— 
That John Scott came to his death on 
June 19 on let 20, con. 10, township of 
Marmora, by reason of a bullet wound. 
It is impossible fof us to say from the 
evidence whether his death was acci- 
dental or self-inflicted.

OARING AVIATOR 
PALLS 10 DEATH 


A despatch from Paris says: Lieut. 
Reginald Warneford, the young Cana- 


| dian aviator who recently won the 


Victoria Cross and the Legion of 
Honor for destroying in mid-air 3 
Zeppelin airship, lost control of a 
new aeroplane he was testing near 
Paris and the machine tumbled from 
a great height. Lieut. Warneford 
was killed instantly. : 

Henry B. Needham, the American 
writer in Europe to get impressions 
from the war, was u passenger with 
Warneford. He, too, was killed. 

The exact cause of the accident is 
unknown, and will remain so, as the 
aeroplane and its engine are a mass 
of tangled wreckage. But the cause 
may be found in part, at least, by the 
fact that Lieut. Warneford remarked 
before leaving the Hotel Ritz for the 
testing ground that he felt sick and, 
dizzy, and would not fly, although 
he had been asked to experiment with 
some new machines. 

By the time he reached the avia- 
tion grounds, however, he had re- 
covered his usual buoyancy of health, | 
and immediately set about to ascend . 
in one of the aeroplanes to be tested. | 
He took the machine up alone, put 
it through some of the customary 
manoeuvres and alighted without

For a barbarian the Tarahumare is 
a tery polite personage. In his languace 
he eren has a word “reke,” which 
is the equivalent of the English 
“please” and which he uses constant 
ly. When speaking to a stranger oF 
leaving a person, be draws attention 
to bis action by suylug. “I am going.” 
As he grows civilized, however, he 
losea his good manners. 

In spite of this be is not hospitable; 
the guest gets food, but there ts no 
room for bim in the house of a Turn. 
humare. A visitor sever thinks of en 
tering a bouse without first giving the 
family ample time to get ready to re 
ceive him. When he approaches a 
friend's home good manners require 
him to stop sometimes as far as twen- 
ty or thirty yards off. It be is on 
more intimate terms with the family, 
he may come nearer, and make his 
presence known by coughing; then he 
sits down, selecting some little knoll 
from which he can be readily seen.

No Cure For Cancer Yet. 

In his annual report Dr. E. F. Bash- 
ford, general superintendent of re 
search in the laboratories of the im- 
perial cancer research fund, told the 
members of the society that during the 
past year there had been twelve claims 
to the discovery of a cure for cancer. 


Am of these had been investigated aud 


no justification for any one of these 
élaims had been obtained. Dr. Bush- 
ford also sald women were more Hable 
to cancer than men. In England and 
Wales in 1910 the death rate, from 
cancer was 856 per million for men and 
1.070 for women. 

As the London Times says editorially 
in commenting upon this report, “The 
only reasonable, expectation of curing 
cancer still rests upon its complete re 
moval by the surgeon at the earliest 
possible time after it 18 discovered.”

Self trrigating Pans For Plants. 
One of the best ideas is the self trri- 
gating basket or pan. This is made 
up in all styles and has a reservoir 
of tin. which sets in the basket with 
a pipe extending up to the height of 
the basket. This pipe is entirely hid- 
den when the ferns or plants are 
placed In the basket.
